Failure of the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank Explained 
To-Day. 


Cashier Crecelius Arrested for 
Making False Entries, 


And Held in $25,000 Bonds Before 
a United States Commissioner. 


The Bank in a Rotten Condition for 
Several Years. 


The Directors Kept in Ignorance of the 
Bank's Oendition—False Oaths By the 
Cashier and False Statements Made to 
the Government—The Books Show the 
Fraud Pliainly—Ex-Mayor Henry Over- 
stolz Supposed to Have Been Aware of 
the Whole Matter—Director Specht Says 
the Bank was in a Failing Condition 
Five Years Ago—Statement of Acting 
President Rubelman—Cashier Crecelius, 
Held Under Arrest, Refuses'to Make a 
Statement — President Overstelz’ Fatal 
Iiness Induced bythe Trouble—The Bank 
and Its Officers—Where the Money Went 
—The Stoekholders’ Chances.

stolz and Char! . Creceltus have been man- 
aging for nearly five years past. The depos- 
itors and the stockholders must look 
to these two gentlemen for the 
money they have invested. It was 


\ invested in the honor and the business integri- 


\ ty of Henry Overstolz and Chas. C. Orecelius. 
It may not retufn again ‘‘after many days,’’ 
but the experience which it has purchased will 
be an asset, in the estates of the investors, 
which will probably be valuable to them for 
the rest of their lives. 


THE FRAUD SUSPECTED. 

It was known last evening that there’ had 
been afraud committed. It was known at 
that time that thers would be a warrant 
issued and an arrest made. So well was it 
known that it became whispered about in 
financial circles, and the street was on the 
lookout for developments to-day. The 
depth of the sensation, however, was never 
suspected for a moment. 

At noon to- Nay a reporter of the PostT-D1s- 
PATCH called on Mr. Forman, the bank exam 
iner, who has been in charge ofthe Fifth Na- 
tional since yesterday morning. Mr. Forman 
asked that the statement in yesterday 
evening’s paper of some remarks made 
by him concerning the bank 
yesterday morning be corrected. Mr. For- 
man, as shown by the books of the bank, ex- 
amined its condition March 2 last, and had not 
exumined it from that time until yesterday. 
If Mr. Forman had made the examination of 
the bank three weeks ago he would, 
Hs he says, undoubtedly have dis- 
covered the condition of the bank 
at that time and closed it up. Mr. Forman 
said: ‘‘I cannot tell what the condition of the 
bank is as yet becauselam no judge of lum- 
ber or hides, into which the money has gone, 
and 1 do not know the value of the assets of 
the bank. As to the unpaid subscriptions 
to stock, the subscribers are unquestionably 
responsible to the bank for them, 
and for double the amount of their stock. 
When the stock of a national bank is sub 
scribed 50 per centof it is paid immediately 
and the stock is not issued until the other 50 
per cent is paid.’’ 

„There are rumors on the street, Mr. 
Forman,’’ said the reporter, ‘‘that there have 
been a good many queer transactions in the 
management ofthe bank. I® any one crim- 
inally able?“ 

THE CRIME DISCOVERED. 

Mr. Forman thought for a moment, then in 
a low tone of voice he said: ‘‘Mr. Crecelius is 
now under arrest on a charge of making false 
entries. I may as well show you the whole 
thing for the protection of the directors 
who were deceived in this matter. Come 
in here, and Mr. Forman took the 
reporter into the President's room in the rear 
of the bank and went out, returning in a mo- 
ment with Mr. Joseph Specht, one of the 
directors. 

„There, he said, laying on the desk a 
book containing the daily statements of the 
bank’s affairs. There are the false 
entries. They are plain enough. You 
see the fraud was committed by increasing 
the statement of cash on hand in each case by 
$100,000. The item of loansand discounts was 
then decreased by $100,00080 as to make the 
footings correct.’’ 

The fraud was plalnly evident. In almost 
every case the figure changed in the ‘‘cash’’ 
entry was the figure ‘‘l’’ and this had been 
made a 2 without much trouble. Aline at 
top and bottom completed the deception in 


inis case. Above inthe item of loans and 


discounts’’ the deception was not so easy to 
accomplish. The figures were almost tn- 
variably 6“ or 8 and to make “ 
and s respectively of these yg mae 


in a way that could have deceived no one 
looking for fraud. The fraud was so bare- 
faced it might by its very boldness have 
deceived some into the belief that 
it was purely a clerical error which had been 
hurriedly corrected. In the change from 1 
to ‘*2’’ where the stroke of the original figure 
had been long, the forgery was evident. 
Where it had been short the 
change was made in some cases in a manner 
which might have deceived almost any one. 
In other cases the two additional strokes of 
the pen were heavier than the original stroke 
and heavier than the strokes in the other fig- 
ures in the statement. 

Tou see, said Mr. Forman, be would 
begin these changes some time before he ex- 
pected a demand fora statement. He antiel - 
pated a callin April and he began to change 
the entries in that month. You see 
it run along here day after 
day, always with the increase of $100,000 In one 
item, and the decrease of $100,000 in the other. 
After the statement was called for by the de- 
partment and sent on he stopped for a time. 
In August again he was anticipating a call 
and he began preparing for it by making false 
entries. The call for the statement came in 
October and again he falsified it. 

„Where has the money gone?“ 

**Over-loans were made to various institu- 
tions, to the John Meyer Lumber Company 
and this man N. Goldsmith.’’ 

What did Orecelius gain by this?“ 

He was interested in some ot these con- 
cerns, washe not? His interest in.the mis- 
application of the bank’s funds is easily in- 
ferred.’’ 

THE OVER-LOANING. 

How was this over-loaning carried on?“ 

The money loaned to the Meyer Lumber 
Company waa loaned to itunder four or five 
different names, Of course in a case of that 
kind the bank examiner could not tell that 
the bank was over-loaned. That was some- 
thing for the directors to know. We knew 
that the bank had made excessive loans 
to two persons. I so informed the Govern- 
ment when 1 made my examination of the 
bank, and the Government notified the bank 
to reduce its loans. Instead of doing so it in- 
creasedthem. Why, only October 31 TI And a 
note of the John Meyer Lumber Company for 
$83,000. Mr. Specht, one of the directors, telis 
me that he never saw this note until I sehowed 
it to him.’’ 

Are the directors at all llable?’’ 

I want to say for the directors that the de- 
ception runs back tothe organization of the 
bank, andthe only way the directors could 
have known of it would have been to foot up 
the discounts and see whether they agreed with 
the books. The whole bank seems to have 
been run by the President and Cashier. The 
directors were not allowed to know anything 
about the condition of things. Everything was 
put away when they came in. They had the 
Cashier’s sworn . and they accepted 

it. 

How much money has the Meyer Lumber 
Company taken out of the bank?’’ 

About 5100, 000. 

„And Goldsmith?“ 

GOLDSMITH’S BORROWENGA.. 

„About $100,000. It tsa little more than 
that, but some of the money advanced was on 
drafts against shipments made. They were 
regular commercial paper, accepted in due 
form. They are secured by bilis of lading, 
and they will have to de deducted from the 
amount over-loaned. You can say about 
00, 000. 

Is this secured?“ 

J can not say. Some of it was, but 1 do 
not know the value 6f hides and cannot tell 
what the security is worth. “ 

Is there likelihood of any other arrest? 

think not. As far as we can learn only 
two persons knew of the fraud. a 

Can Crecelius be seen?“ 

Idon't know. What do you want of a state 
ment of acriminal like him. He will be in- 
dicted by the next Grand-jury and will go to 
the penitentiary.’’ 


THE ARREST.

DEPUTY UNITED STATES MARSHALS 

John Couzins and Charles McCune immedi- 
ately proceeded to the Fifth Natjonal Bank 
under instructions from the District-Attorney 
and bearing the warrant for Charles O. 
Crecelius’ rest. They found the 
cashier at the bank and placed him 
under arrest. The deputies and prisoner 
returned to the ®ustom-house. Mr. Crecelius 
was very much astonished when the warrant 
was read to him, and broke down com- 
pletely. He wept covertly all the way to 

the Federal building, and when Marshal 

Phebe Oouzius gave up her room 

to him he sat down on the sofa 

ang gave way to tears. He was left in the 
room without any person, to watch 
him. The deputies went about othef work, 
and Chief Deputy J. H. Bohle being away at 
luncheon, only Mise Cousins remained to 
stand guard at the door, At the request of the 
cashier Chester H. Kram was sent for, and 
the District Attorney sent for a Uuited States 
Commissioner. The attorney and Com- 
missioner’ arrived a few minutes apart. 

The former after a few minutes’ 
conversation with Creceljus appeared in the 
main room of the Marshal’s office, where the 
Commissioner had seated himself at a desk 
and established his court. District-Attorney* 
Bashaw. and Assistant District-Attorney 
Hatch represented the Government. Bank- 
Examiner Forman was not present. When 
Mr. Krum bad finished bie short talk 
with the cashier he from Miss Cou- 
zins’ private office and announced that they 
would waiveexamination.

He did not talk coherently, and replied to ev- 
ery remark addres to him with abuse. 

HUNTING FOR BOND. 

Chester H. Krum said at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon that friends of Crecelius were endeavor- 
ing tofind bondsmen for him. It they were 
unsuccessful in securing bondsmen for $25,000 
he would apply to Judge Thayer to have the 
amount reduced. He had not had an oppor- 
tunity of conferring with his client, and could 
not say what the defense would be, except 
that the charges were wholly untrue. 

ACTING-PRESIDENT RUBELMAN TALKS. 

Mr. Geo. A. Rubelman, Director and Acting-. 
President of the bank in the absence of Pres- 
ident Overstolz, who is dying, and Vice-Pres- 
dent James Green, who is in Europe, was seen 
and said that he knew nothing in particular 
about the developments In the failure which 
have been brought out by Mr. Foreman, the

„Did you know nothing of the deliberate 
changes in the figures of the cash entries?’’ 

„No, sir; I knew nothing about it. I now 
learn that this kind of work has been going 
on for years back, ever since, in. fact, . 20 
bank was organized in 1881. 

Then the whole responsibility of these false 
entries and the illegal over-loans and, in fact, 
the failure of the bank rests on Mr. Cre- 
celius?’’ 

it looks to me now that that ts just the way 
the thing stands. 

But Mr. Overstolz certainly knew of these 
things; wuy did he not conmimunicate the in- 
formation to the directors?’’ 

„Well, I suppose that he did, or should have 
known at least, for fe was handling the affairs.

Some Reminiscences Connected With the 
Late Unpleasantness.

nary battle of Sharpsburg or Antietam: 

Gen. Barksdale drew his brigade up in line, 
and addressed them in substance as follows: 


„Men, upon this battle hangs in all proba- 
bility the destiny of the Confederacy, the des- 
tiny of our beloved homes, the destiny of our 
property, the destiny of our fathers, of our 
mothers, Qf our wives, of our sweethearts; 
then let every man of us bea hero in the 
strife’ and acquit ourselves like men, If there 
be a may among you that possesses none of 
these précious things that I have just enumer- 
ated, and feels thathe has nothing to battle 
for, it he will peep to the front Iwill gime 
him permission retire to ignominious 
safety.’’ 

At this junction two lean, lank, dirt-eatin 
looking shadows of men stepped to the fron 
and one of them in nasal tones drawled out: 

‘‘Gen’rul, me'n bim,“ pointing to his 
comrade, ’‘hain’t got no home, no pappy, no 
mammy, no wife, no sweetheart, an’ nary 
‘nigger—kin we go?’’

The Chicago Police Capture Two 
Anarchists Armed to the 
Teeth. 


Efforts to Save the Doomed Men by In- 
sanity Proceedings. 


Scenes at the Illinois Capitol—A Big Dele- 
gation Before the Governor—Judge Gary 
and State’s-Attorney Grinnell Intercede 
for Fielden and Schwab—Legal Proceed- 
ings to Place Lingg in an Insane Asy- 
lum—Nina Van Zandt Refused Admis- 
sion to the Jail—The Feeling in Chicago 
Intense—Precautions to Prevent Trouble 
on the Day of Execution—The Authori- 
ties Determined to Put Down Any Dis- 
turbance—Lingg in a Rage—The Other 
Prisoners Disheartened.

SPRINGFIELD, III., November 9.—At 9 o’clock 
this morning Gov. Oglesby, locking pale and 
worn, entered his office and prepared to en- 
dure for a number of hours the arguments and 
pleas of the friends of the condemned Anarch- 
ists, who are already on hand headed by Capt. 
Black. The Governor’s receptionr-room was 
crowded as the doors were thrownopen. So 
great was the interest and so little the cour- 
tesy shown that the ladies, friends and rela- 
tives of the condemned men, who were given 
seats at an end of the room, were shut off from 
‘a view of the Governor, and those addressing 
ulm. 

CAPT. BLACK OPENED THE CASE 

and spoke briefly, being followed by ex-Sen- 
ator Trumbull, Mrs. Cora L. V. Richmond, the 
trance medium eng public speaker; ex-Speaker 
E. M. Haines and Senator A. J. Streator. Capt. 
Black made an earnest plea for commutation 
of the death sentence to imprisonment for life. 
He presented to the Governor a medium-sized 
trunk filled with petitions signed by Chicago- 
ans. The Governor interrupted him once to 
inquire: . 

Do I understand you to say that the occa- 
sion to which you refer (the Heymarket meet- 
ing) was the first time the police ever inter- 
rupted these meetings?“ 

Capt. Black: Ido. * 

The Governor here brought out the fact that 
the first time thut the movements of the 
Anarchists were interrupted by the guardians 
of the law they proceeded to resent it by 
committing murder. 

Capt. Black then proceeded to give the 
Governor some taffy by flattering him with 
the assertion that he w addressing a man 
well versed in the law for the 
past fifty years. To which Speaker 
Haines replied (sotto voce): It is 
questionable if the Governor will consider 80 
pert a reference to his years a compliment. 

Black put considerable strain on Justice 
Mulkey’s separate opinion, stating that he be- 
lieved many errors existed in the record.

Jom the standpoint ofa humanitarian and 
pleaded ‘‘in behalf of the thousands. of sileht 
women in the land, who sit to-day with 
folded bands and bleeding hearts praying for 
mercy.

those-seven Anarchists not the only Anarchists 
in the land. At this there were nods of assent 
from many of the excited Anarchists present, 
some of whom, it appeared, could with dix. 
culty repress their desire to break forth with 
vehement pleadings.

This exhibition 
of feeling and emotion was not witnessed by 
the Governor, as it was evidently intended it 
should be, since the crowd surged between 
the Governor and the women. The 
Governor sat quietly and listened 
affectedly to all that was said, 
but gave ex- Sneaker Haines a hard rap by re- 
marking at the close ef his remarks that he 
hoped the various delegations present would 
select a few representative men to express 
’ thelr arguments who would do so in a concise 
and pointed manner, and who would not in- 
duige in fancy. 

An adjournment was taken till2o0’clock to 

afford the delegations time to concur and agree 
upon a plan for presenting their argument 
this afternoon. The Governor assured the 
delegations was his pleasure 
and duty to hear all that they 
had to say, but he unged them, 
in view of the brief time remaining, in the 
interest of those they represent, to be oom - 
' prehensive and to the point in their remarks. 
He would take the case under advisement 
without expressing any decision at present.

Capt. Black first began by 
reading the general petition which had 
been signed by the men themselves.

COUNSELED AND ENCOURAGED PEACE. 

Considerable space was devoted to an at- 
tempt to show that they had. 
not had a fair trial and, indeed, 
that a fair trial was impossible in 
Chicago in view of the influence 
and the state of public sentiment at the time it 
took place. Capt. Black presented an affidavit 
from Otis 8. Favor, a business man of Chi- 
cago, tending to show that the jury 
which tried the Anarchists had been delib- 
erately packed against them by a bailiff. After 
reading the petition and amdavit, Capt. 
Bleck addressed the Governor. He explained 
that every effort had been made to comply with 
requirements of the law governing applica- 
tions for the interposition of Executive 
clemency and stated that Judge Gary and 
State’s Attorney Grinnell had joined in a 
recommendation for clemency for Fielden 
and Schwab. Having disposed of mere formal 
parts of the application, he made an eloquent 
and touching appeai for mercy that brought 
tears to the eyes of many of his auditors. He 
said: 

BLACK’S REMARKS. 

Nö, at last, we can produce the truth 
when it will not be refused, now we have a 
chance to place it in legal form before the 
public and before the world and before Your 
Excellency. You know, Your Excellency, the 
flood tide of passion which filled the air like 
a subtle, poisonous ether, which hung around 
thetemple of justice, which hovered over 
the Judge’s bench, which filled the jury-room 
with its fatal vaper, and which filled even the 
heart of the State’s Attorney in the 
case, though I wish to make no charges 
againstany man. Now, Your Excellency; you 
sit outside the halo of public prejudice and 
passion, you sit on the high seat, 
representing the people of the great State 
of Illinois. Beside you sits mercy in her kind- 
est mood, and from your place you can set 
these things right without being touched by 
popular clamor; you can decide from this 
seat of power, where justice tempers mercy. 
If you grant this plea of mercy it will bea 
grand example of the wisdom of the framers 
of our fundamental law, which gave mercy in 
the person of Your Excellency, a hand maiden 
to justice.’’ 

OTHER PLEADERS. 

Gen. Trumbull followed Capt. Black and 
simply asked for mercyin plain and unpre- 
tentious terms. Mrs. Cora L. V. Rich- 
mond, representative of the Amnesty 
Association, was the next speaker. She had 
evidently carefully prepared for the occasion, 
and spoke without petition and well. 
She argued that public policy and justice 
was opposed to capital punishment generally, 
and pleaded earnestly and eloquently for the 
wives, mothers and children of the con- 
demned.

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A BENSATIONAL ARREST. 


The Chicago Pelice Capture Two Anarchists 
Armed tothe Teeth. —

CRO, III., November 9.—The Detective 
Department has made a sensational arrest in 
the persons of two German Anarchists named 
Emil Wende and Frederick Kost. Both these 
men are locked up at the Armory 
booked for conspiracy. They were found to 
have made wholesale purchases of arms and 
ammunition. Both men were members 
of the notorious Anarchist section, the 
Lehr and Webr-Verein, before the Haymarket 
tragedy. When arrested Kost had four large 
and new revolvers on his person.

AN INTENSE FEELING. 


Chicago on the Brink of a Terrible Sus- 
pense—Possibility of Trouble. 
By Telegraph to the POsST-DIsPATCH. 

CuicaGo, November 9.—Nothing has so ab- 
sorbed the interest of the city for many years 
as the great question of the Executive’s pos- 
sible action in the Anarchist cases. The kind- 
ness ‘of Gov. Oglesby is well known, and the 
effect upon him of the tremendous pressure to 
be brought by the imposing del- 
egation sent to Springfield may 
be imagined. The thousands of names, 
some of men whose standing is high and 
whose motives cannot be questioned; the pe- 
titions of religious bodies, of lawyers and 
judges of business men and journalists, added 
to the pressure of the weeping wives, sisters 
and sweethearts of the condemned, must 
move him if anything earthly can. It will 
have the appearance of a supplication coming 
from the people itself, from the State itself, 
for the wise tempering of justice with mercy. 

THE ARRIVAL OF PETITIONS, 

letters and telegrams from all over the Union 
will back the plea with the apparent wish of 
the entire nation that these men should not 
hang. On the other hand those who feel that 
the sentence is just and that 
the best interests of city, State and nation im- 
peratively demand the sacrifice, have not sent 
counter-arguments through a sense of fair 
play, and through a sense of surety that the 
Governor will not lightly be turned by emo- 
tion trom the performance of his duty. 
He is a lawyer and he is a firm supporter of the 
law. No 
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that this pernicious element in society would 
gain strength tenfold upon the announce- 
ment that the authorities dared not carry out 
the law. " 

INTENSE FEELING.: 

The feeling is intense, and all the bitterness 
toward the destroyers oflife, law and order, 
which possessed the community on the day 
afterthe massacre, is revived. There isno 
question as to the general sentiment now. 
Should the people be gathered in one vast 
amphitheater and the appeal be made, nine 
out of ten thumbs would be downward, and 
the cry would be death.

MORE OR LESS NERVOUSNESS. 

Though the city asa whole is confident that 
the sentence of the law will be carried out 
without rioting or bloodshed, there is more or 
less nervousness among many individuals. 
Last night when election bonfires were lighted 
all over town there was much ludicrous alarm 
that the kerosene threats of anarchy had been 
carried out. It is openly whispered that sev- 
eral prominent men who have left the city hur- 
riedly on business which will keep them away 
four or five days were not wholly uninfluenced 
by a desire to breathe a few miles further from 
dynamite than the limits of Chicago afford. 
But to say thet the community is quaking or 
demoralized is the reverse of truth. The 
Western grit is aroused and the feeling is that 
if trouble is to come let it come as speedily as 
possible and let the question be settled now 
and decisively. 

POSSIBLE DANGERS. 

But there are two factors of poasible danger. 
Although every attempt will be made to pre- 
vent the gathering of crowds, curiosity will 
draw thousands about the cordon which will 
Surround the jail. Here some trouble may 
occur which cannot be foreseen. A pick- 
pocket gang may start a fight for theirown 
purposes; a drunkeit man may involve his 
neighbor in a brawl; a private quarrel might 
spring up and any of these in a crowd wrought 
up to the highest tension of excitement and 
apprehension might precipitate a general 
panic and fight. 

What is most to be feared, however, is the 
crank, who is here by legion. Hundreds of 
crack-brains with a mission from on high may 
be expected to be present. Add to these the 
men like Lingg, who are eager to serve as 
martyrs to the holy cause, and it can 
readily be seen that the menace is 
not light. If a bomb is thrown or a 
bullet fired it will probably be the work of 
one of these; yet the consequence would be 
the same, for on the first report it would and 
must be taken for granted that Anarchy is in 


voice; 


death are ready to be knocked together to 
claim their prey. 
PREVENTIVE MEASURES. 

Should any attempt be made to breed 
trouble, the attempt will recoil heavily. 
There will be no trifling. The police are more 
than willing to teach anarchy such alesson it 
will never forget it. The throwing of a single 
bomb, the first rush of an assault or the 
earliest effort at incendiarism will be met by 
a blow from which the offenders will 
not easily recover. The measures yet takon 
are wholly preventive, but the authorities are 
ready for the greatest possible emergency. 
The Anarchists areaware of this and aware 
that instant death and not capture, imprison- 
ment, trial and delay will meet him who 
strikes the first. They are a cowardGaly crew 
and utterly without leaders or orators now, 
so itis unlikely that anything will be done by 
them. 


The Probability of Trouble.

OnIcaGco, November 9.—Before he left for 
Springfield last night, George Schilling, the 
Anarchist leader, was asked: 

»I these men are hung will there be any 
trouble?’’ 

I hope not; Icannot see any good to come 
from any acts of violence. Yet no man can 
foretell what may occur. The trial has 
dragged along for many months, and 
thousands believe that the men did 
not have a fair show, and how far 
this feeling may have produced feelings of 
resentment, no one can tell. Personally, I 
have never uttered one sentence in my life 
that would incite any Aiuman being to acts of 
violence. I believe that whatever evils exist 
in human soctety exist by virtae of public sen- 
timent, andif any change isto take place it 
must come through operating on the 
intellectual and moral forces of 
society. Retaliating and revenge should 
have no place either in thé bosom of 
the State or the individual. I have no use for 
it, and deprecate it every time I see its mani- 
festations.’’

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A DESPERATE EFFORT. 


The Friends of Linge Trying to Save Him

CHICAGO, November 9.—Dr. James G. Kier- 
nan, the former Warden of the Cook County 
Hospital for the Insane, filed a  peti- 
tion in the County Court to-day, charging the 
fact to be that Louis Lingg, the rabid Anarch- 
istic bomb-maker under sentence of. death, 
is insane, and that it would de for the benefit 
and for the safety of the community that he 
be confined in a State Hospital for the insane. 
The facts in the case, the petition alleges, can 
be proven by the petitioner and by 
Geo. E. Detwiler, Ferdinand Spies, Ida Spies, 
Henry Spies, Chris Spies, Mrs. Kuttleman, 
Gustav Pach, Louis Zetter, Mr. Linnemeyer, 
and Mrs. Bentlein, all residents of Cook 
County. The petition further states that Lingg 
has no property or effects, and prays that a writ 
for the body of Louis Lingg be issued anda 
venire of six good and lawful men de 
ordered to determine the truth of the alle- 
gations and also that subponas for the wit- 
nesses may be issued, returnable at such time 
as may be fixed by the County Court, and tnat 
Lingg be declared an insane person after due 
hearing and proof. The petition is signed 
November 9 and is sworn to by Dr. Kiernan. 

Judge Prendergast promptly decided that he 
could do nothing in the case, knowing as he 
did who Lingg was, and that he was in the 
County Jail on a criminal charge and under a 
sentence of death. The attorney who had the 
petition in charge argued that theo ourt could 
not know authoritatively that Lingg was in 
jailas no evidence had been given and the 
Court was only to judge of the points brought 
out in a legal way. 

The Court said he could use his private in 
formation in some cases, and this, in his opin- 
ion, was one in which it was necessary. He

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GIVING UP HOPE. 


Insanity Proceedings the Only Recourse Left 
the 4narchists and Their Friends, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DiIsPaTcn. 

CHICAGO, November 9.—The Mall, which has 
been the friend of the condemned men and the 
steadfast advocate of the commutation of 
their sentence, says in an extra this noon no- 
body isso wild as to believe that the Gov- 
ernor will pardon any of the men, and 
that there is practically no hope 
that he will commute any of 
the sentence. Then it argues that there 16 still 
hope that the execution will not take place 
Friday. Itsaysa few days of grace may be 
obtained by habeas corpus proceedings, and 
should that fail resort may be had to a com- 
mission de lunatico inquirendo. The ground 
upon which the writ of habeas corpus may be 
asked 

18 UNDERSTOOD TO BE THIS: 
That the Anarchists were indicted, tried, 


that the Supreme Court in passing upon the 
cases sustained the ‘‘judgment’’ of the lower 
court instead of the ‘‘judgments.’’ Thisis a 
very fine point upon which to base a hope of 
switching the Anarchist procession around the 
gallows. It will seem too absurd to merit 
serious consideration, but drowning men will 
grab at straws. Any Judge ot the Circuit or Su- 
perior Court who may happen to be serving on 
the criminal bench to whom application fora 
writof habeas corpus may be made must 
grant it if the presentation is made in proper 
form, It is only necessary to make affidavit 
that the bodies of the Anarchists 
are being detained illegally in the 
custody of the Sheriff, and the courthas no 
other alternative but toinguire into the truth 
of the claim. In acase like this the writ 
could be made returnable immediately, the 
morning following the filing of the petition, 
if thought best. The Sheriff would only 
have to show the authority .under which 
he was holding the prisoners and the sentence 
ofthe court. The court would then have to 
pass upon the points raised. The provision 
governing the manner of procedure in the 
event of an attempt to secure astay of execu- 
tion on the plea of insanity, reads as follows: 
THE STATUTE, 

Be it enacted by the people of the State of 
Illinois represented in the General Assembly, 
that when any person is supposed to be in- 
sane or distracted any near relattvo, or 
in case there be none, any re- 
spectable person residing in the county, 
may petition to the Judge of 
the County Court for proceedings to inquire 
into such alleged insanity or distraction. For 
the hearing of such applications and proceed- 
ings thereon the County Court shall be con- 
sidered as always open. 

Application for a commission de lunatico 
inguirendo may be made before any of 
the Criminai Court Judges, who must 
impanel a jury as provided by lawto inquire 
into the sanity of the persons named in the pe- 
tition. The jury will not be called upon to de- 
termine any other question than that of insan- 
ity atthe time of the impaneling. The case 
may be tried before either Judges Baker, 
Williamson or Altgeld, who now compose the 
Criminal Bench. 

LINGG’S FAREWELL. 

Lingg has written along farewell address to 
his friends. It is, a rambling screed, describ- 
ing the search of his cell, but saying nothing 
about the discovery of the bombs. In it he 
says: 

A and every other true Anarchist know that 
we have a greater enemy than death to face, | 
and that isthe so-called upper class, to over- 
come whom we must not only be willing to 
sacrifice our liberty but togive up our lives.’’

Interview with Gen. Jackson in New York WORLD.

power. You may understand how incidental 
this personal allusion was when I tell yuu that 
I yield to few men in my admiration for Mr. 
Lincoln as a man. From the day that he and 
Mr. Seward, with their carpet-bags in hand, 
came to the Fortress Monroe conference, 
earnest to meet the Confederate authorities, I 
realized that he was a patriot of great propor- 
tions and a statesman of practical sense and of 
absolute devotion to his convictions. I spoke 
for a principle to which all personal allusions, 
or even all American allusions, were subor- 
dinate. The conflict over that principle and 
the victory in its final struggle is world-wide.

THE AMERICAN BALLOT. 


Miss Ellen Terry Wityesses How the Voter 
Caste it in New York. 


By Telegraph to the Post- Disr ron. 

NEW YorK, November 9.—Things were very 
quiet yesterday afternoon at the various polls 
near Union Square, and the inspectors were 
beginning to say that men had evidently voted 
early, but were not going to try it often, when 
excitement was caused by the appearapce of a 
lady at the doorof one of the polling-places. 
The crowd at once suspected the object of her 
visit to be a claim for her rights. Men jostied 


and pushed one another aside, but 
found onl quiet, modest wo- 
mah who looked decidedly ee 
inthe excitement she had created. She was 
Miss Ellen Terry, and had come with Mr. Ir- 
ving to see the simple process of an American 
citizen depositing bis ballot. Her round gray 
eyes were opento see and they saw muck. 
ey saw first the little booths on the streets, 
and beheld the giving-out of the folded bal- 
lots, and hersharp eyes noted the fact that 
many of the Democratic ballots were folded 
double. Then she asked why they were folded 
at all, and was told thatit was to prevent 
speculation as they lay in the glass boxes in- 
side. She was shown how the Republican 
ballota were smaller and shorter than the 
Democratic ones. Then she went 
into the polling - place and was 
made acquainted with the serious and 
important E of voting. She saw 
first the room itself. In the background hung 
a double row of coats and trousers wrongside 
out and with tickets on them. In front of this 
array was a tallors’ bench and a round-faced 
man was squatted on it, a pair of balf-sewed 
trousers in one hand and a needle in the other. 
Miss Terry, however, was thinking of nothing 
but the mysterious ‘‘honeycomb’’ boxes. At 
least she thought they fesembied honey boxes 
with glass sides, and she wondered at their 
use. Her curiosity was soon gratified. A man

READY TO DEPOSIT HIS VOTH. 
He told his nameto the chairman and two 
Democratic and two Republican and Labor in- 
spectors looked him up in their register books 
and found his name there. Then a pause was 
made to see if anybody was going to challenge 
him, and nobody having done so, he with 
21 deliberation dropped his tickets one at a 
ime into the row of boxes before him.

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LAYING THE STONE. 


Official Inauguration of Work on the New 
Southern M-thodist Church. 


The corner stone of the new Southern Meth- 


with appropriate ceremonies, in which the 
denominational pastors of the city will partic- 
pate. The new edifice will be erected at the 
southwest corner of Layfette and Missouri 
avenues. It was projected about two years 
ago, when Rev. J. E. Godbey, D. 
D., was pastor of the Chou- 
teau Avenue Church, located at Eighth 
street and Chouteau avenue. He advocated 
the selling of the church property and remov- 
ing toa location nearer Lafayette Park. He 
even went so far as to organize a Sunday- 
school near the place at which the new struct- 
ure is to resr its graceful proportions. 
The presiding elder then was Rev. 
Dr. Wilson and he was heartily in 
favor of the proposed removal; but he 
was cut off by an untimely death, and follow- 
ing his demise the project languished, as Dr. 
Godbey was shortly afterwards transferred to 
the church at Kirkwood. In the spring of 1886 
the matter was broughtup again and was 80 
warmly received by the moneyed men of the 
church thatthe presiding elder, Dr. Finney, 
pushed the matter during the summer, 
and last fall the movement had 
progressed far enough to warrant 
the holding of mass-meetings at the various 
city churches for raising the necessary funds. 
The project received warm encouragement at 


these meetings and about $40,000 was sub- 
scribed by the time the last meeting was held. 
THE IIR 

was selected by a committee from Centenary 
Church. It comprises ground extending 106x 
150 feet and fronting on Missouri avenue. The 
total cost of the lot was $10,600. 

The money being in sight the work has been 
pushed forward by a general committee, com- 
posed of the following pxstors and laymen, 
the Board of Trustees of Chouteau Avenue 
Church incorporated with it, viz.: Rev. T. Mu.

FOOD EXAMINATIONS. 


OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE OHIOSTATE FOOD 
COMMISSION ON BAKING POWDERS. 


Aualfais of Those Best Known—Strength 
and Valae Ascertained—The Alum, Im- 
pure and Unwholesome Powders Ex- 


posed, 


The Obio state Dairy and Food Commissioner, 
Gen. 8. H. Hurst, has made public (circular 
No, 6) the resuits of the Oommission’s inves- 
tigation of baking powder. This Commision 
was formed by the Legislature, with instruc- 
tions to make an eXamination of the food 
supply of the State and to give a report of 
such examination to the public. The exam- 
ination of the baking powders was made by 
Prof. H. A. Weber, State Chemist, and relating 
as it does to an article of daily use in the food 
of almost every one, is of particular interest. 

The rather startling fact is brought out by 
the report that of the thirty different brands 
of baking powder analyzed, composing about 
all those soid in the State, twenty of them 
ere made from alum, a substance declared by 
the highest medical authorities to be injurious 
to health when used in food. 

The Commissioner classifies the baking pow- 
ders into three general divisjons, according 
to their value: 

Ist. Cream of Tartar Baking Powders; 

2d. Phosphate Baking Powders ; 

8d. Alum Baking Powders. 

The object of baking powders is, when 
mixed in the flour and subjected to moisture, 
to generate a leavening gas in the dough, 
which will raise the bread and cause it to be 
porus and light. The Commissioner explains 
that the best baking powder is that which, the 
ingredients being healthful, gives off the 
largest amount of leavening gas and leaves 
the smallest amount of residuum in the bread. 
A small amount of carbonate of ammonia, 
which is considered healthful, is used in some 
of the cream of tarter powders to give them a 
higher strength. The Commission say that 
pure alum is undoubtedly a hurtful salt, and 
that the resultant salts from its combination 
with soda as formed in the bread, can scarcely 
be less hurtful. The report ranks the powders 
and shows the amount in each of inert result- 
ants, which in using it would appear as resi- 
duum in the bread, as follows: 


CREAM OF TARTAR POWDERS. 
Per Cent inert, 
or Residu aD. 


PHP 
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Silver Star 
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The large amount of inert matter or resid- 
uum in both the phosphate and alum powders 
will be noted. This in the phosphate powders is 
largely of lime; in the alum powders it is 
chiefly alum. It will be gratifying to the pub- 
lic to observe that the powder in most general 
use, the Royal, #8 also the purest. In compar- 
ing the first two powders on the list, for in- 
stance—the Royal and Dr. Price’s—the inert 
matter in Price’s isseen to be about five in 
seven more than in the former, a difference of 
718-7 per cent., the Royal being purer than 
Price’s by 4 corresponding figure. 

The carbonic or leavening gas produced by 
the powders indicates their strength; and 
their true value may be ascertained by con- 
sidering the amount of this gas in connection 
with their inert matter or residuum as shown 
above, The higher the percentage of the gas 
and the lower the percentage of residuum the 
better the baking powder. These percentages, 
as found in some of the most familiar -pow- 
ders, are given as follows:

With the foregoing explanation the study of 
these figures will readily give consumers a 
knowledge of the comparative value of the 
different brands. To illustrate with the per- 
centages given the two powders before com- 
pared: the Royal containing 11.8 parts of 
leavening gas to 10.5 in Price’s, its excess of 
strength is 1.3 in 10.5, or 12.4 percent. Royal 
is therefore 12.40 per cent stronger, as well as 
7l per cent purer than Price’s. The relative 
strength and purity of all the powders can be 
eomputed in like manner.

THE MARRIAGE OF MES. MARK HOPKINS 
10 MR. A. F. SEARLE. 


A Quiet Ceremony in Trinity Chapel, New 
ark City—The Widow of the Many Times 
Millionaire Weds Her Architect, a Retired 
Country Gentleman— Mrs. Hopkins’ Pala- 
tial Residence at Great Barrington, 
Mass.—Romantic Career of a Poor School 
Teacher.

NEw YORK, November 9.—Mrs. Mark Hop- 
kins, the widow of the twenty times million- 
aire, was married to A. F. Searle in Trinity 
Chapel, by the Rev. Dr. Platt, yesterday morn- 
loz. It takes but afew lines to make this an- 
nouncement, but columns could be written of 
the lady who has now become Mrs. Searle, and 
her marriage will occasion as much surprise 
on the Pacific slope as on this side of the con- 
tinent. Shortly after she moved from Califor- 
nia to this city she made the Windsor Hotel 
her home, spending her summers at Great 
Barrington, Mass. So many pleasant associ- 
ations were connected with Great Barrington, 
the years of ber childhood having been spent 
there, that Mrs. Searle decided to build a 
palatial residence there. Among the 
residents of the pretty country village was A. 
F. Searle, a retired country gentieman. 
Among his friends and acquaintances he is 
noted for his culture and refinement and for 
an intimate knowledge of architecture. 
While the papers were being drawn up for the 
new house Mr. Searle formed the acquaintance 
of the widow, and at her request his knowledge 
of architecture was brought to bear in the 
construction of the new house, which is ex- 
pected to be finished nextspring.

INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT LABORERS AND 
LABOR BUREAUS OF THE CITY. 


Thirty Thousand Men Furnished Jobs“ 
Each Year — Peculiarities of the Appli- 
cantse—The Irishman’s Best Hold — Cor- 
nishmen the Best Miners, but Hard to 
Handle—Criminals for the Pineries and 
Logging Camps — Different Occupations 
Chosen by Different Nationalities — The 
Ravenous Boarding Boss and His Tricks 
—Gambling Among Laberers — Some 
Queer Stories. 


No one at all familiar with the city of St. 
Louis can have failed to notice the signboards 
placed in frontof certain officés, announcing 
thatsuch a number of men are wanted to work 
in certain places, and giving the rate of wages 
paid. In front ot these offices can daily be 
seen crowds of workmen and every now and 
then detachments of from ten to fifty men may 
be observed marching in a body from these 
employment offices toward ‘the Union 
Depot. A POST- DISPATCH reporter 
talked yesterday with the manager ofan em- 
ployment office, the lattér stipulating that his 
name should be supressed, as some of those 
interested might take offense at the tenor of 
his remarks and seriously injure him in busi- 


ness. 

have been engaged in the business of 
supplying laborers to those who stand in need 
of them for the last fifteen years, he said, 
„and think I know the ins and outs of what 
may be called the floating labor sup- 
ply as well as any man alive. I 
have followed my profession in all 
parts of the country and am fanMlar with the 
requirements of the labor market everywhere, 
and can give youas much information, I be- 
lieve, as any one. And let me tell you, to be- 
gin with, thatthe business varies greatly in 
different States, and a man who would bea 
valuable workinan in New York or New En- 
gland would be worthless inthe West. Right 
here in St. Louis is the best place I know fora 
man to obtain a job of any kind, as we send 
men all over the country, and have demands 
for all kinds of workmen. 

THE IRISHMAN'S BEST HOLD. 

The first thing for a man engaged in any 
business to do is to establish relations with 
the large employers of labor, who send to him 
for men, stating the number and the purpose 
for which they are required, and he makes his 
selection from tlie applicants who come to 
him. The largest employers of nomadic labor 
are the railroads, and a railroad job is eagerly 
sought, as it gives good pay, is reasonably 
permament and requires little skill. The best 
railroad hands are the Irish. It is a 
well- recognized fact that an Irishman 
can throw more dirt in a day than any one else, 
and the custom of working the men in large 
gangs suits those of this nationality, as it has 
been my experience that an Irishman never 
wants to work alone, but requires an outlet 
for his superabundant social instincts. Some 
Poles and Bohemians join the railroad gangs, 
and a few Germans, but scarcely an American 
can be found, except in some position of au- 
thority. 

FARM LABORERS AND THEIR PECULIARITIES. 

Next to the railroads, the greatest demand 
for workmen comes tram thefarmers. This 
demand begins in June and continues late into 
the fall. e never send men South, as where 
negro labor is to de found none other is 
needed, but we supply from 8t. Louis the har- 
vest hands of Missouri and Kansas and a large 
number of those in lowa, Nebraska, Minne- 
sota and Dak6éta. The harvesters are the 
most heterogeneous class of laborers We have 
anything to do with. Probably the majority 
are tramps and vagabonds during many 
months in the year, taking to the harvest 
field until they get tired of it, and then disap- 
pearing no one knows where. Besides this 
class there are many well-to-do farmers’ sons 
who, having gotten in their home crops, try to 
make a little money for themselves, which 
they usually spend in seeing something of the 
outside world before returning to their homes. 
Then there is a third class of regular 
harvest-hands, who follow the crops from 
the South to the North, starting in Arkansas, 
and gradually working their way to the wheat- 
fields of Dakota or the Red River. The har- 
vesters are of all nationalities except Irish, ie 
of whom seem to care for this kind of work. 
One noticeable fact ig that the Americans are 
all very young men, or well-grown boys, an 
American twenty-five years of age seldom ap- 
plying for work in the harvest field.

They are utterly unreason- 
able, and intensely obstinate, and when 
crossed are likely to become brutally viotent, 
furnishing more criminals than any other 
English-speaking workmen, and “nearly 
equaling in this respect the worst 
class of all, the lowest order of Bohemians. 
But they are the best miners in the world and 
need never be out of a job, especially in the 
silver mines of Colorado. I send hundreds 
there every year and have a standing order to 
forward all that I can gets 

THE DEMAND FOR COWBOYS. 

We have a great many applications from 
men who wish to obtain employment on the 
cattle ranches of the plains, and send out 
some hundreds every year. A considerable 
number also go to the sheepranges, and many 
to the tie-cutting gangs. 

Then there is a constant demand from the 
stone quarries and iron mines of this State,and 
also from the copper mines of Arizona and 
Montana. 

In all Ishould say that from twenty tothirty 
thousand men are annually provided with 
work outside of the city through the employ- 
ment agencies, and we manage to make a 
very good living, as we get $1 for every man 
we give the railroads, and various sums, 
generally manger, from parties. 
In some 0 the offices the men 
also are required to pay a fee for 
obtaining a job, but the best do not exact this. 
As to the wages the men secure, that varies 
greatly, railroad hands getting from FI. 50 to 
Na day, harvesters from $1.25 to 2.50, the 
latter sum being paid in the Northwest, coal- 
miners from $1.50 to $2.50, silver miners from 
$2.75 to & and lumbermen about $40 a month. 

THE RAVENOUS ‘‘BOARDING BOSS.“ 

An inseparable adjunct of nearly every 
working gang, whether in the pineries, on the 
railroads or inthe harvest fleid, isthe boarding 
boss. Such a set of Shylocks it would be hard 
to find anywhere, and nearly all the hard- 
earned gains of the laborers flow into their 
capacious and insatiable pockets. Where 
work is carried ona fr fromatown the board- 
ing boss has matters in his own hands and the 
workmen have to accept his terms or starve. 
When men are employed b the rail- 
roads transportation is always furnished and 
the same practice is followed in many 
other cases, but in spite of this the 
workmen 8 arrive at their destination 
without a dollar in their pockets. The board- 
ing boss is always well provided with money, 
and will give them what they want in ex- 
change for allotments of their pay, his en- 
deavor being to keep every man in the camp 
in debt to him, so that at pay-day he will not 
be able to leave the gang and seek another 
situation where food is sold at less exorbitant 
prices. he m are generally improvident, 
and when they are paid off it is found that 
their pay allotments are nearly alli 
in the hands of the bosses, who make 
large sums every month, as their profits can- 
not be less than 150 per cent. Attached 
to their boarding- houses they also nearly uni- 
versally have a saloon, where the men are 
encouraged to spend what small portien of 
their earnings do not go. for food. These 
men seldom have a liquor license, and a 
few Internal Revenue Inspectors could not be 
better employed than in going among them 
and making some well-deserved arrests. 

THE GAEBLER, TOO. 

A most undesirable but inevitable accompa- 
niment of every working gang is a professional 
gambler or two. In the long evenings, when 
the men have nothing to do, any excitement is 
welcome, and the gamblers manage to secure 
not only all the spare cash but nearly all the 
watches and articles of value that can be found

WHAT BECOMES OF THEM. 

In all my experience there is one question 
thatI have never been able to solve, and 
that is what becomes of the men when they 
are discharged. They never have any money, 
and are generally dismissed in some re- 
mote part of the country where work 
is scarce, and such as is obtainable of u kind 
that they are unskilled in. This applies 
especially to railroad bands, lumberers and 
harvesters, whose work lies far from cities. 
A few distribute themselves among the farms 
and ranches of the neighborh , and some 
drift back to the cities and towns, but what 
becomes of the great majority I have never 
been able to learn. I myself very seldom see 
the same faces two years in succession.’’
